As Mrs. Dennis is a minor it was nec- 
essary for her to file the petition 
through her next friend. Judge Ryan, 
in whose division of Circuit Court the 
suit Was ertered, appointed Mrs. 
Thomas Lasbury, her mother, and the 
petition was filed in her name. 

Mrs. Dennis asks the custody of her 
)daughter, Helen, 6 weeks old, and the 
restoration of her maiden name. 

Back of the legal phrases in which 
the petition is worded is the romantic 
love of a young and pretty girl for a 
man ef fine presence and engaging 
manners, a wedding in spite of the 
protests of her parents, who feared that 
the disparity in age was too great, and 
final disillusionment.

Foreman Conrad said that the mem- 
bers of the jury had agreed not to dis- 
cuss what passed during their delibera- 
tions. He said that for several hours 
the vote stood 11 for conviction eee one 
for acquittal. 

Vaughan shot Hayden Y. Loring Nov. 
2, 1904, in the boarding house kept by 
Loring at 4217 West Belle place. The 
two quarreled over a bill for $1.60, which 
Loring claimed as due him for bord. 

The arguments of the lawyers in 
the case were completed at 5:30 
o’clock Wednesday, and the case then 
went to the jury with instructions to 
retufn a sealed verdict. 

The most important testimony of 
the day was Vaughan’s in his own de- 
fense. He told a clear story of) the 
killing, and was not shaken on cross- 
examination. Apparently he made a 
favorable impression on the jury. 

The cause of the killing was a dis- 
puted account for room rent. Loring 
said that Vaughan owed him a bal- 
ance of = $1.80. After a’ struggle 
Vaughan. secured a revolver from a 
dresser drawer in his room and fired 
several shois, killing Hayden almost 
instantly. Testimony for the State

‘The propounder of this question fol- 
lowing the directions of the attache of 
Judge Crenin’s courtroom went next 
door and* found the Jud,e who recently 
sold out his saloon at Twelfth and Wal- 
nut streets to go into the reforming 
»susiness, ‘lined up’ at the bar of what 
was formerly John Wigger’s saloon at 
1115 Clark avenue, but more recently the 
headquarters of the Iroquois Club. The 
Judge was drinking “short beers,” and 
between drinks was espousing the great 
cause of reform. 

“To get from the Justice office into 
the club it was not necessary to go out 
on the sidewalk as there is a doorway 
leading from the rear of the courtroom 
through a narrow hall to the ‘‘gymnas- 
jum" of the club. 

Upon entering the clubrooms the first 
things that attract the attention of the 
visitors are two life-size portraits, one 
adorning the wall on each side of the 
room. The picture on the left is that of 
the late Thomas A. Hendricks, at one 
time vice president of the United States, 
the other is that of Edward A. Noonan, 
erstwhile mayor of St. Louts. 

Evidence ef Literature. 
. This room in which the visitor tinds 
himself after entering from the street, 
and which in ordinary saloons is set 
apart as a cigar department, is the li- 


brary of the lroquois Club. If you don’t | 


believe it you have only to cast a glance 
at the long table in the middle of the 
room and there you will find scattered 


about in regular readingroom profusion 
hewspapers, periodicals, handbills and 


pictures. 

Passing through oa portilere partition 
you find yourself in the cafe. Looking 
about in regular readingroom profusion 
thing that will make the place look dif- 
ferent than a barroom, but you do not 
find what you are looking for. There's 
only one thing lacking that keeps the 
visitor from thinking.he is in the old 
saloon that Jim Cronin sold out, and that 
is sawdust in front of the bar.

“You want to join?’ says Paddy. 
“Sure, just fill this out.’’ And he hands 
the wants-to-be-a-member a large red 
card printed in the form of an applica- 
tion blank. While the newcomer is fill- 
ing out his application Paddy is filling 
out a membership card. 

“Here, I'll just make this card out 
two days ahead of time,’’ says Paddy, 
because, according to the bylaws you're 
not supposed to be a member until two 
days after vou make out your applica- 
tion. By fixing it this way you're made 
a member right away.’ 

Thus by getting his membership im- 
mediately the stranger is allowed to buy 
drinks for the crowd right there and 
then. Otherwise he would be denied the 
privilege for two days. 

The Gymnasium Work. 

The room in the rear of the cafe 
the gymnasium. Here you find the lat- 
est exércising device, it is known as the 
arm movement machine and serves to 
develop the muscles of the arms. It 
consists of a square table aground which 
are four chairs. It’s a sort of game 
that can be played singly, doubly and 
upwards. If there are more than four 
in the game all that is needed is more 
chairs.

NBW YORK, Nov. 9.—A beautiful 
girl of 22, her luminous brown eyes re- 
vealing alternately despair, hope, de- 
fiance and sorrow, unfolded in the Coun- 
ty Court at White Plains an amazing 
story for which the ultra fashionable 
as well as the obscure of Mammaroneck, 
Scarsboro, and other favored suburban 
towns thereabouts have waited with the 

keenest expectancy. 

The girl was Sarah Delano Deane- 
Reid. She was married in this city on 
Oct. 2%. The following day she drove 
to the Mammaroneck station with her 
husband. Her three brothers, the “‘big 
Delanos of Westchester,’ according to 
her story, set upon and beat her hus- 
band and then hurried her away to 
Bloomingdale Asylum for the insane. 
Her face was burned by carbolic acid, 
with which it is alleged she attempted 
to take her own life. 

On her husband's application she is 
in court on a writ of habeas corpus. 

“Tl am 22 years old, and I have never 
before been in a courtroom,” were her 
firet words when she went on the wit- 
‘Mess stand. 

She looke no older than she said. Her 
brown hair hung low on her forehead. 
fHer features are regular and beautiful. 
The eyes, set widely, the full lips and 
strong but perfectly moulded chin in- 
dicated character and Intelligence. 

She told briefly of her childhood in 
Stamford, Conn.; of her three brothers, 
‘Victor, Clarence and Frederick; how she 
had made her home with one or the 
other since her mother’s death, when 
she was a child. She was graduated 
from Mrs. Hazen's achool in Pelham 
Manor, on June 4, 1902, and for the fol- 
lowing two years lived with Victor. 
Asked concerning her private fortune, 
ahe said: 

Allowed One Dollar a Week. 

“]T inherited property from my grand- 
father's estate. It was held in trust 
for me by my uncle, Eugene Delano, 
of the banking firm of Brown Brothers, 
No. 59 Wall street. The income was 
paid to my brothers, and my allowance 
was one dollar a week.”” . 

Asked if she had ever investigated 
her property, she replied: “I made in- 
quiries about my uncle and learned that 
he was highly respected and bore an 
honorable reputation. I thought the 
money well invested, and so left it | 
where it was.” 

Mrs. Deane-Reid said that she was 
living with her brother Victor in the 
fall of 1904, when he requested her to 
go to New York to see a physician. 

“TI want you to tell me why 
he made this request,” Lawyer 
Digney, her counsel, said. The 
girl pressed her lips tightly, shook 
her head and glanced to the rear 
of the court room, where Clarence and 
Victor Delano and the latter's wite 
were sitting. 

“Did they charge you with running: 
efter. men?” he asked. 

The girl's head dropped. only to be | 
raised the next instant, and from her 
eyes leaped condemnation of the at- 
tack.

Vigorous Campaigning. 

A very vigorous campaign of publicity 
is being waged by the Joint Free Bridge 
Committee in support of the nroposition 
for a municipal free bridge. 

Not a night passes without good 
speakers appearing before’ several or- 
ganizations and arguing the necessity 
of a free bridge as the only escape 
from the bridge arbitrary and appealing 
for support in the struggle for the 
bridge. 

At every meeting petitions to the 
Municipal Assembly are signed liberal- 
ly and friends of the free bridge move- 
ment are prompted to greater activity. 

An audience of 600 men was addressed 
Wednesday night in the rooms of the 
Young Men's Hebrew Association, Tay- 
lor avenue and Ojive street, by Charles 
F. Ziebold and other sneakers.

Question of Approaches. 


Mr. Ziebold said that the sum of 
$3,500,000, which his ordinance in the 
Municipal Assembly proposes for the 
new bridge, will cover the cost of the 
structure and approaches. He Said a 
public street could be used for an ap- 
proach on the west sideof the river and 
that East St. Louis would gladly do- 
nate the use of a highway for the same 
purpose.

The opposition has narrowed down to about 
‘wo Lastern trunk lines, and reports of the proceed- 
ings indicate that. the Western and some cf the 
Kastern roads. realizing the hampering conditions 
imposed upon St. ° Louisa commerce by the bridge 
tolls, the tremendous strength of popular sentiment 
against the tolls, and the menace of the President's 
avowed determination to exhaust the Iegal re- 
sources of the government in prosecuting the com- 
hine, have made up their minds to get rid of the 
incubus. There are rumors of preparations by roads 
having East and West connections to take inde- 
pendent action, in the event that they fail to force 
action on the part of the association. 

The committee appointed by the association to 
investigate the situation and recommend action is 
coming to St. Louis to confer with the municipal 
terminal commission. There is one danger point 
here. If the members of the commission agree with 
the Mayor that the bridge tolls should not be abol- 
ished altogether, because the bridge and terminal 
corporation must have sustenance, there is danger 
that the association's committee will get a false view 
of the needs and demands of St. Louis and of the 
action which will be necessary to meet. the popular 
demand and the requirements of the law. We do 
not want and will not accept a bridge toll under 
any other name or in any disguise. It will not be 
satisfactory merely to call a bridge toll a rate, or 
to add it to the through St. Louis rate. The bridge 
charges must be absorbed by the general traffic of 
the roads and not put upon St. Louis -traffic alone. 
The bridge and terminals should figure in the rates 
as part of the roadbed of the roads and not as special 
corporate properties requiring special charges.

If the railroads in the association fail to grant 
this just coneession to St. Louis, they will fail to 
satisfy the St. Leuis people and to give the com- 
merce which passes over the bridges the full measure 
of relief to which it is entitled. The fight for 
justice will go on.

«| Joint Responsibility of National Banks 
By a St. Louis Banker. 


T the recent meeting of the Amer- 

A ican Bankers’ Association at 

Washington Mr. Allis, a mem- 

ber, is reported to have advocatéd a 

system of insurance for deposits in na- 

tional bank. ‘‘Preferably a System un- 
der Government supervision.’ 

This is certainly a move in the right 
direction, and it would seem that only 
the careful thought of the public upon 
the matter would be necessary for its 
adoption. 

The system under which our nation- 
al banks exist has engaged the earnest 
consideration of the best financial minds 
of our Government for 40 years; a word 
has been stricken out here, and another 
added there, until it would seem well- 
nigh perfect; but it will continue to be 
improved as necessities arise and our 
country grows in. experience. 

Fifty years ago every cross roads 
bank could issue bills, causing a very 
chaos in the finances of the day. The 
issues were received at discounts vary- 
ing according to the acce pted character 
of the banks and the remoteness from 
their location. 

The conditions of the time are well 
illustrated by the old story of the 
steamboatman who had considerable 
money of a broken bank, but did not 
suppose the news of its failure had 
reached so far, when he landed his boat 
at a woodyard and called out to the 
woodman: 

“Have you got any wood to sell?”’ 

“O, yes,” replied the woodman, 

“Do you take Bank of Hamburg 
money ?”’ 

“O, yes.” 

“How do you take i 

“Cord for cord.’ 

And the woodman might have made a 
bad trade at that! None would go 
back to the old system. 

So closely allied are the Government 7 
and the circulating medium that we 
now recognize no proper source for it 
but Government issuance.

Bankers are usually the first to learn 
of any trregularity in the conduct of 
other banks, and the watcl fulness in- 
spired by their interest would result in 
a check to such operations and a more 
certain revealing to the Government of- 
ficials of any improper acts, thus 
suring more conservatism and stability.

The powder 
company has taken the stand that big 
magazines which went off on Sept. 9 
had been exploded by some agency out- 
side the magazines. They claimed that 
some one having a spite at the concern 
had exploded the magazines, using 
either fulminate of mercury or nitro- 
glycerin.

Previous to her marriage Mrs. Prio- 
leau was @ teacher in the schools of 
Kansas City, Kan., and she is a gradu- 
ate of the Kansas State Normal at 
Emporia. She helped her husband in 
his school work at Fort Riley last 
spring and did so well that he com- 
plained that the soldiers studied ha.der 
for her than for him. Mrs. Prioleau 
is a bright little woman who enjoys 
life and who is anxious to do as much 
as she can to help the soldiers. 


Large Pupils, but Bashful. 
“Tl always liked to teach,’ she said, 


‘but I never liked to enforce discipline. 
That I found the hardest part of my 
profession. The deportment of the sol- 
dier pupils is perfect. I’ve never had 
to whip one of them. 

“About their studies they are much 
like children except that most of them 
want to write as small as they can. 
They seem to be too bashful to make 


their letters tall. 
“They try hard and most of them ad- 


vaneoe rapidiy. Some of my experiences 
are surprising. When my pupils at 
Fort Riley could write fairly wel I 
thought it would be fine to have them 
write letters home. I was enthusi- 
astic over the idea that I ob.ained pa- 
per and stamps for them. When all 
was ready I told them about the head- 
ing of a letter and advised them 
against ‘1 seat myself and take my. pen 
in hand to write you a few lines’ and 
then waited expecting that I would 
soon have a fine batch of letters. 

“They didn’t come and most of the 
men told me that they had never writ- 
ten a letter in their lives and didn't 
know how to tell things. 

“One man said, ‘It’s no use for me to 
write a letter home. My folks can't 
read BEnglish.’. His brogue was such 
that I believed him. One of the men 
wrote an interesting letter. The com- 
mander visited the school at fts close 
and was well pleased with the work of 
the men. 

Takes Husband's Place, 

“T teach in the school every evening 
except Thursday, which is a night for 
recreation for the men and I take my 
husband’s place in entertaining them 
in the exchange building. 

“We have a graphophone and _ use 
sacred music on wong, * night and hu- 
morous selections on hursday even- 
ing. We also have a kinetoscope which 
the Army and Navy League helped us 
to buy. We have not bought films as 
yet, being desirous of finding pictures 
that can be used more than once and 
remain interesting. I am sure that we 
shall choose one with battle piotures. 
We rented some pictures of battle 
scenes in the Philippines and the men 
were so pleased that their applause 
caused the officers to come to the build- 
ing; they feared there was some dis- 
turbance.
